cumbed must, htivo bcoii ot briei' 
duration, tor it is not over a month 
einco wo hoard tliat ho was rusticuting 
at Auburn, in tho Stale of Now Yorlc, 
in company with Mr Seward. Sir 
Prederiok Bruoo succoodcd Lord 
X/yons, as M nistcr at Washington, 
Eomo two years ugo. ilo was a gen- 
tleman ol kind and amiablo dispu-* 
Bilions, pos.sessod groat ability, and 
■was a univeraal tavorito with Amuri- 
oaos. 

£nglisb and Contiueutal Ecboes. 



The French niul I'lussian jouniiil.s are 
qu'irrelliiig merrily over tlicir inlernr.-< 
tioiml reiutioiis. A report had been 
sjiread that tho Freiieh Govoriiaiciit had 
forwarded a dcspatfli to lierliii udvoea- 
ting tho claim of Dunniark to IN'orth 
Schleswig. This Iho Afonifeur denied. 
Thereupon the North German Gazette 
affirmed that a note had been read, but 
not left, and tlie Freiieh papers quizzed 
the Moniteur. It is now stated oHicially 
that a note was sent to the French 
Charge d'Aff.iires, and was read by him 
to the Prussian Minister without instmc- 
tioDs, so that the Moniteur is technically 
in the right. The papers, however, take 
the opportonily of abasing tlieir adver- 
saries, the Prussians declaring that the 
French shall not interfere in Germany, 
the French retorting that Prussia is 
peacefiif because if she went to war she 
would lose all she has acquired. Ti.c 
Constitutionnel has been directed to ex. 
plain that the two Cabinets are not 
hostile, and the order of the day in Paris 
appears lo bo "no war liil next yuar.'' 
It is bulieved by well informed per.soiis, 
however, that if lh(! (iraiid Duke, a- 
runionred, suiTciulcrs IJiulen to I'rus.^ia, 
war will 1)0 iinnifilialcly incvil able. Tiie 
Duke ol Cani''ii(l^'e ha-, finally piissed 
juili^nient upon the Simla .'•cunilal. Jn a 
well written but excessively li nijlhy des- 
patch his iloyal Highness decides that 
the extra duties performed hy niile.i-iie- 
canip in India cuiniot be considered 
"military duties involving military sub- 
ordination that the guilt or innocence 
of Captain Jervis — as to the pickles —is, 
at least, doubtful ; that ho was not guilty 
of insubordination in declining to furui.-^h 
bis books ; that the recommendation to 
marcy ought either to have been attended 
to, or tbe entire case referred home for 
final decision. His Royal Highness con- 
siders that tho original trial of Cnptain 
Jervis was "anadvisable and inexpedient," 
declares the orders to the staff iiiiproj)er 
and anjike any he has ever seen, suggests 
that Sir W. Mansfield might have be- 
haved in a ' 'more conciliatory,* manner, 
and regrets that be did not follow the 
'•proper and judicious'' course of porspnal 
explanation. As to the trial, his Iloyid 
Highness regrets that Sir \\\ .Man.-lield 
"allowed his iielter jndgnjen to bo over- 
ruled," and deelaros that his rcmarkH on 
the court-rnarlial have a "tendency to 
weaken tho imlependenco of courts- 
martial,'' to bring contempt on military 
tribunals,'' and to nffect tho discipline of 
the Army in a very nmterial degree.'' 
Lord Derby, in tlio debate on the Cum- 
mons' amciidnienl.-, took occasion to give 
an odd little laj) to the Commons. It 
seems that whcu the Managers of the two 
Hoases met in confereaoe, tbe Liords sit 
capped and the ' Oommons Btand nbcovcr- 
ed. The" "Oljimons think 'tfcat'Hndigui- 
fied, and now, therefore, aiwoys send tliei 
paper of " Reasons," to tho Upper Houso 
by olork. Lord Derby thinks this as 
ridiculous as if a baron refused an invita- 
tion because an earl would go down to 
dinner before him. We regret to notice 
the death of Mrs Austin, probably tho 
best translator from Qermaa into English 



ever known in literature. Sho had a 
faculty quite special to herself of moking 
Gormons,talk a8^tho^>d(> .tftj.'^i..?"^ 
they WMld hiyre^allfed^ thought 
i n English. - She wiil be greatly missed 
by a circle of friends, for whom for years 
sho held a salon which in some years ap- 
proached tho best French examples. 
The Czar has abolished ft Strange' odstom 
recently described by our Rassian corres- 
pondent. Tbe core of souls ia Rassia 
has for yours been hereditary. Tlie son 
of a ])ricst becomes a priest, or if he has 
only daughters, tho eldest conveys the 
jiarish to her husband. Of course tiie 
priest is as little of a pastor as is well 
possible, but ho is much linkod with tho 
peasantry, and tho government, to 
improve the character and diiniuish the 
po()idarily of tbo priesthooJ, have abolish 
od its hereditary character, tlciieefor- 
wnrd tlio best caiuiidato is to he appoint;- 
ed, which, as nobody ever takes tho office 
volinitarily, is a satisf.iciory reform. Sir 
SiiiU'ord Norlheoto hin publisliBcl his 
decision on ihe Orissa ruport, Jt ia jusi bku 
Sir SluQ'oiil Norllicole, very Pcnsitilo, very 
nliii;iiil, and ver) tame. The Viceroy is 
blamed, ^ir Cecil ia blamed, the Bourd ol 
U. venue is blau)ed, but everybody is blumad 
gently, except unlucky Culonel NiobolU, 
obiof of Ibe Public Worba Department in 
Orissa, who wan less reapooaible loi the 
province than anybody directly cocneoted 
wiib it. Nobody is puoisbed, though every- 
body is considered guilty, and officars held 
responsible for not preventing tho loss of 
GOO Ono British sudjects by starvation are 
treated more mildly than Ibey nou Id have 
been if they had expended too nidny office 
p n-koivei. The ordur is thorou^^bly di.scred 
itablo to ila author'.-) seiiBO of reaponsibiliiy 
for a peuplo who tiave on earth no othn 
prniecior, and who died of starvatioa withoui 
ono political riot.

ilireeiKjii ; and followed lip ibcir riotous 
eo'iduct by siiiasliiiig all the glass and 
s:Lslies of tin; (liiiiiit,^-r()uiii, breaking Ihe 
n';uling-de.-k, tearing tho maps, etc. 
Mluy then went and bellowed furiously, 
A uie>s.ige was Sent to the fort for assisi- 
II nee, and a company of artillery was 
des|iatcbed to the prison, the other troo[)s 
beiii;,' al)sent on service. Mennwlulo a 
jiortion of the prisom^rs kept np the work 
of desti nction, and liegaii breaking up the 
locks of tho cells so thai they conid not 
be fuslcned up. To prevent this the 
Governor lired ai, them, nnd wounding 
ono, they ell lied fnim thai jiart of tbo 
prison ami rushed np stair.'^, where they 
coniinni; I their work of dosiraction, 
lliruu'ing down large l)ioi;ks cf granite. 
Tiiey broke t!io glass iiud saslip.s, and 
feariiig that llioy would break tho bars 
also, several shots were fired iu that direc- 
tion, wbicli drove them from that side to 
the opposi'c side belou-, where tlioy com- 
menced the same work Hi.to shots ivcto 
ngain fired, and sov(;ral of iho prisoiuers 
wonniled. Thiiy then kept under cover, 
in the cells. On the arrival of the mili- 
tary, tho wounded were convoyed to the 
hospital and the rest locked np.
